In 2009, a staggering 3.6 million animals were 
used in medical research in the UK alone. 





Sometimes talking about it isn’t enough. 


We all want modern science to succeed in finding 

cures and treatments for devastating health problems, 
yet in over 100 years of cruel and unnecessary animal 
experiments, we still don’t have a cure for many diseases. 
Why? 


Many human diseases do not exist in animals and the 
way an animal’s body deals with disease is very different 
to the way our bodies do. Using animals to study human 
conditions is not only unreliable but a terrible waste of 
an animal's life. 


The good news is that advanced research methods are 
already replacing animal experiments with successful 
results which are more human-relevant and the

The DHT plays a leading role in funding non-animal research 
making major and practical contributions to advance medical 
science without harming animals. 


Following a rigorous peer-reviewed selection procedure we 
support, assist and award grants to scientists in universities, 
hospitals and research organisations to undertake projects 
of the highest scientific calibre and the best potential for the 
replacement of animals. 


We also promote and educate the scientific, political and public 
communities in the wider adoption of non-animal techniques to 
increase medical progress. 


As a result, the DHT has grown into one of the world’s 
leading exponents of non-animal research and is consulted 
internationally in replacement research methods by scientists, 
governments, education, animal welfare organisations and 
industry for its expertise.

For more than 40 years, the DHT has funded over 140 research 
projects in some of the most advanced and successful 
human-relevant techniques in medical research including 
cancer, Alzheimer’s disease, asthma, kidney, heart and liver 
disease. Below are just a few of the projects the DHT have 
funded:

test in rabbits.
